Thank you for your letter of March sixteenth in which you give 
us a very frank stetement of your situation in regard to service in 
Alaskae 


We are enclosing the statement of basic program and conditions 
of service for work in Alaska. This will give you much information 
which you would desire in ade ahbepat about the Liaekraanvsihs betwem the 
missionary and the Board, ee 


At the present time we have a vacancy at Haines which is largely 
an Indian commmity but has some White people/in it, and has on an ad- 
joining property our orphanage where we have 45 Indian boys and girls. 
There is a close relationship between the orphanage and the Church, We 
are to have in May a vacency at Wrangell which is a biracial Church which 
also ministers to many of the Indian youmg people in the government High 
School theres Ye have written to a young manwho formerly served at Kete 
chiken and who had to return to the States for the rest of his Seminary 
work. We do not know whether he desires to return to Alaska when he ig » 
finished in Seminary but have written and asked him if he would be inter- 
ested in the Wrangell Church. le may have one or two other vacancies as 
the months go by toward the summer and fall. We cannot always. anticipate 
how socn the vacancies may come because of family entree with our mis- 
sionaries. 


The work in southeastern Alaska is in the form of pastorates in villages. 
There are some villages which are entirely Indian and some are biracial. In 
the larger commmities we have a greater constituencyamong White people. The 
work there is practically in the same fom as.a pastorate in the States ex- 
eept that in many cases the message must be simplified and strongly redemp- 
tive. We have great need of personal work and @ complete program. It ree 
quires hard consistent work against many di scouragenen ts. BIG: 


If you consider a change from your denomination to the Presbyterian 
Church and an appointment in Alaska, it will, of course, involve the en- 
trance into our Pension Plan at a later year of your life and ministry.

would inoreaesthe salary this figure might be inoreased, On the basis of 
an average salary of $2300 (which includes the 15%) and entering the plan 
at your age, you would build up an anmual pension of $287.50 by the time 
you are eixty-five at which time you could retire‘and take your peusions 
If you continued service until you were seventy this would give you fif~ 
teen years of service with an annual peasion of $431s25< Under our Plan 
a@ minister may retire at sixty-five and take his peasion without any ree 
gular commitment for further ministry, or he may continue witil he is 
seventy when our denominational rules require that he retire,

My dear Dr. Jackman; 


Thank you for your letter of March 22nd in regard to 
The Rev. George D. Nielsen. I can frankly say that Mr. 
Nielsen is a consecrated Christian minister, and has proven 
his ability to be a leader of men and women. His church, 
although not one of the largest churches in our city, is 
doing a very effective work. During the eight years which 
he has been the pastor of the looal Evangelical Churchnit 
has increased in membership anddfinances, Most of the peo- 
ple in the church are tithers, whhch speaks well for the 
work which Mr. Nielsen has done. 


I have heard him preach in our union services, and he 

is a very effective and forceful speaker. His interest in 
the missionary work of Alaska began in his early youth, but 
reached its height during the-past year and a half when his 
son was stationed as a soldier in Anchorage. The son was a 
member of the Presbyterian Church choir while he was there, 
and I think both Mr. and Mrs. Nielsen became attached to the 
country through his influence. 


I know of only one objection to Mr. Nielsen's proposed 
missionary service in Alaska, and that is his age. While he 
is of a strong physique and his wife's health is equally as 
good I do not think that theg could undertake the rigors ofa 
northern outpost. It is my own opinion knowing them as I do, 
that they could do a very effective piece of work in one of 
the coastal or southern missions.(% 2a ha) 


It is my personal opinion that Mr. and Mrs. Nielsen would 
do very effective missionary work if this last item was taken 
into careful consideration before giving them a permanent 
station.

I have known Mr. Nitlsen for a good number of years past. He has been

acceptable service in everyiins tance. 


He moved to Oregon for 2 few years, but returned again soon to Tllinois where 
he has since been preaching at different churches in the conference. I would say 
that Mr. Nielsen is thoroughly in sympathy with his work as a minister and is 
conscientious in everyway. He is a good Pastor. I am not so sure about his ad- 
ministrative abilities. What he would do in 4 mission work, end how long he 
would be satisfied to stick to the job, I cannot say , nor would I venture a 
guess, I trust that if he accepts this work under your board that it will not 
be merely for an adventure into a new phase of christian service but for a perman- 
ent and sacrificial service to the work of the Kingdom, 


In a talkkwith him the other dsy, I pointed out that he would be seperated 
from his children of which he has five, all of them in the States, and that he is 
fifty four years old, and would possibly not find it as easy to make the change 
now as if he were @ young man, just starting on the service, 


I sincerely hope that if he accepts work under your board that he will 


render faithful and conscientious service and that the Kingdom will advance be- 
cause of his coming into it at this point.

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PRESIDENT COTTON ANNOUNCES 
FACULTY APPOINTMENTS 


We are pleased to announce that Dr. J. S. Armentrout, for two years Acting 
Dean of the College, has accepted the invitation of the Board of Directors to 
become Professor of Christian Education. 


Dr. Armentrout, who returned to his work with the Board of Christian 
Education in Philadelphia early in June, will move to Chicago about October first. 
In addition to teaching courses in Christian education, he will resume his duties 
as Acting Dean, pending the selection and arrival of the permanent dean. 


In the summer months Professor Vartan D. Melconian is serving as dean. 


Dr. Armentrout brings to his new work a long and well-seasoned experience. 
He knows Christian education as well as any man in our denomination. He 
combines intelligent confidence in the great traditions of the Reformed faith with 
insight and skill in the educational process. | 


He will long be remembered, however, as the man who “took over” the 
College at its most critical hour, who by his patience and vision restored the 
College. It is a tribute to “Armie” that in two years the finances of the College 
were turned from forlorn despair into confident assurance. 


Dr. and Mrs. C. Stanley Smith will move to Chicago late in August. Dr. 
Smith, for years professor and dean in Nanking Theological Seminary, will serve 


as visiting professor of Missions.

GENERAL ASSEMBLY APPROVES AFFILIATION 
WITH THE SEMINARY 


At its recent meeting in Chicago, the General Assembly voted to take the 
Presbyterian College of Christian Education under its care. This action has been 
long desired by good friends of the College. 


Until the General Assembly acted, the College was under the joint supervision 
of the Presbytery of Chicago and the Board of Christian Education. Since it 
serves the entire Church, however, it was thought that a relationship to the General 
Assembly would be far more desirable. The Presbytery of Chicago therefore 
sent an Overture to the General Assembly asking that the School be transferred 
from its care to that of the General Assembly and that body answered the Over- 
ture in the affirmative. 


PRESBYTERIAN COLLEGE BULLETIN 


The action of the Assembly included approval of the new Constitution of 
the College, as well as approval of the first Board of Directors to serve under 
the new arrangement. Two of the main provisions of the new Constitution have 
to do with the College’s affiliation with the McCormick Theological Seminary 
and the method to be employed in electing the College’s Board of Directors. 


In view of the importance of the School’s affiliation with McCormick Theo- 
logical Seminary, the Articles of Affiliation, which are part of the Constitution and 
which the Board of Directors of both the College and the Seminary have approved, 
are given herewith: 


Articles of Affiliation 


“In order that the professional education of men and women for 
Church vocations, both ministerial and non-ministerial, may be more 
effectively carried forward, McCormick Theological Seminary and Pres- 
byterian College of Christian Education, institutions of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States of America and located contiguous to one 
another in the city of Chicago, Illinois, undertake to prosecute their 
respective educational programs in cooperation under these Articles 
of Affiliation. 


a. Each institution, the Seminary and the College, shall maintain 
its separate corporate existence with its own Board of Directors. 


b. Each institution shall operate on its own budget, be responsible 
for raising the same and administering it, and be responsible for any 
debts incurred. 


c. Each institution shall maintain its own faculty elected in accord- 
ance with the provisions of its own constitution and shall be immediately 
responsible for the curriculum and educational facilities for those students 


enrolled in it. 


d. The two institutions shall have the same President and Treasurer. 
In electing a President and Treasurer the two Boards of Directors shall 
cooperate so that the person chosen for either office may be chosen in the 
light of the needs of the two institutions. 


e. The two institutions shall maintain the same standards for 
admission. 


f. Students regularly enrolled in either institution shall be admitted 
freely to the classes of the other institution for credit. 


g. Students shall have access to the libraries of the two institu- 
tions freely, and to other facilities of either institution as agreed upon 
by the faculties of the two institutions in- the spirit of these Articles of 


Affiliation. 
h. A student shall pay the fees of the institution in which he is 


enrolled and from which he expects to graduate, and shall be admitted 
without extra fee to the educational facilities of the other institution. 


i. The Presbyterian College of Christian Education shall report 
annually to the Board of Directors of McCormick Theological Seminary 
with regard to the members of its Board of Directors elected during

the year in regular course or to fill vacancies, with regard to faculty 
members elected with the rank of professor, and with regard to any 
other pertinent matters, and the Board of McCormick Theological Sem- 
inary shall transmit this report to the General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church in the United States of America as an integral part of 
its report for approval. It shall be indicated that the report is presented 
as that of an affiliated institution having organic independence. 


j. In accordance with the spirit of these Articles of Affiliation it will 
be expected that there shall be full cooperation between the faculties of 
the two institutions, under the leadership of the common President, in 
planning for the curriculum and the educational program of the two 
institutions so that there may be provided the best education facilities for 
the students with a minimum of duplication or overlapping.” 


_ It should be noted that the College, though closely affiliated with the Sem- 
inary, retains its separate identity and operates through its own Board of Direc- 
tors. 


The Board of Directors, under the new arrangement, is composed of twenty- 
four members divided into three classes of eight each. Two members of each 
class are nominated by the Board of Christian Education, one each by the Board 
of National Missions and the Board of Foreign Missions, and the other four by 
the Board of Directors of the College. Each class serves for a three-year term. 
All elections of Directors are subject to the approval of the General “Assembly. 


It is expected that this new arrangement, which requires among other things 
that the College report annually to the General Assembly, will greatly strengthen 
the School.
